In  the  name  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  Town,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  Town  af- 
fairs, to  meet  at  the  Memorial  Hall  in  said  Oxford  on  Mon- 
day, the  seventh  day  of  March  next,  at  six  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles : 

Article  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  the  following  Town  Of- 
ficers for  the  ensuing  year :  One  Selectman  for  three  years ;

a  Collector  of  Taxes  for  one  year;  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee  for  three  years ;  one  Assessor  for  three  years ;  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  two  years;  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years ;  one  Trustee  of  the 
Free  Public  Library  for  three  years ;  a  Cemetery  Commis- 
sioner for  three  years;  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  for  three  years;  a  Tree  Warden  for  one  year;  a 
Moderator  for  one  year;  three  Trustees  of  the  Hannah  Har- 
wood  Fund  for  one  year ;  a  Trustee  of  the  Charles  L 
Entertainment  Fund  for  three  years;  two  Constables  in 
District  No.  1  for  one  year ;  a  Constable  in  District  No.  2 
for  one  year ;  a  Constable  in  District  No.  3  for  one  year ;  a 
Constable  in  District  No.  4  for  one  year  and  a  Constable  in 
District  No.  5  for  one  year.

Finance  Officers  and  Accounts ;  Town  Clerk ;  Elections  and 
Registrations ;  Memorial  Hall ;  Huguenot  Hall ;  Town  Barn ; 
Police;  Fire;  Hydrants  and  Fountains;  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures ;  Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moth ;  Tree  Warden ; 
Health ;  Forest  Fires ;  Dog  Officer ;  Hospital  District  Appor- 
tionment for  Tuberculosis ;  Hospital  Clinic  for  the  removal 
of  Diseased  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  of  School  Children;  In- 
spector of  Animals;  Streets;  Bridges;  Snow  and  Ice  Re- 
moval ;  Street  Lights ;  Public  Welfare ;  Old  Age  Assistance ;

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


March  1st,  1932. 

The  present  financial  condition  of  the  Town  of  Oxford 
requires  the  most  careful  and  serious  consideration  by  all 
the  voters.  At  the  present  time  there  is  but  very  little  cash 
in  the  treasury.  It  is  the  usual  custom  to  borrow  in  the 
spring  of  each  year  a  sum  of  money  large  enough  to  pay 
current  expenses  of  the  Town  until  taxes  become  due  in  the 
fall.  This  year,  due  to  the  large  amount  of  uncollected 
taxes,  it  is  quite  probable  that  the  Town  will  be  unable  to 
negotiate  the  usual  tax  anticipation  loan.  If  such  is  the 
case,  the  only  possible  way  to  pay  current  salaries,  wages 
and  material  purchases  is  by  the  enforced  collection  of  taxes 
due  the  Town. 

Because  of  these  facts  it  is  evident  that  the  most  rigid 
economy  must  be  maintained  in  the  conduct  of  all  the 
Town's  affairs.  The  Finance  Committee  has  met  with  all 
Officials,  Committees  and  Department  heads  and  all  bud- 
gets for  the  current  year  have  been  carefully  scrutinized 
and  all  items  not  absolutely  essential  for  the  proper  func- 
tioning of  the  Departments  have  been  eliminated.  Salaries 
and  wages  must  be  cut  wherever  possible  and  purchases  of 
materials  reduced  to  the  extreme  minimum,  also  the  hourly 
wage  for  trucks  must  be  reduced  from  last  year's  level  to 
conform  to  the  present  lower  wage  scale.  Then  finally, 
every  Department  must  so  administer  its  affairs  that  the 
department  appropriations  will  not  be  exceeded  and  that 
there  will  be  no  outstanding  bills  to  be  added  to  the  budget 
of  1933.  In  this  connection,  we  would  advise  the  Town  De- 
partments that  according  to  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
no  town  department  shall  incur  liability  in  excess  of  the 
appropriation  made  for  the  use  of  such  department. 
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The  various  Officials  and  Committees  have  co-operated 
with  us  to  the  fullest  extent  so  that  the  recommended  ap- 
propriations given  below  show  a  material  reduction  over 
the  cost  of  previous  years.  It  should  be  understood,  how- 
ever, that  even  with  this  entire  list  adopted  by  the  Voters 
and  the  amounts  recommended  for  the  articles  in  the  war- 
rant be  voted,  the  tax  rate  for  the  present  year  will  proba- 
bly be  in  excess  of  $40.00.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Oxford  in  the 
County  of  Worcester,  GREETING : 

In  the  name  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  Town,  qualified  to  vote  in  election  and  in  Town  af- 
fairs, to  meet  at  the  Memorial  Hall  in  Precinct  One  and  in 
Huguenot  Hall  in  Precinct  Two,  in  said  Oxford  on  Tuesday 
the  eighth  day  of  November  next,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  give  their  votes  for  the  follow- 
ing: 

Presidential  Electors ;  Governor ;  Lieutenant  Governor ; 
Secretary;  Treasurer;  Auditor;  Attorney  General;  Con- 
gressman; Councillor;  Senator;  Two  Representatives  in 
General  Court;  Two  County  Commissioners;  Associate 
County  Commissioner ;  and  Sheriff. 

And  also  on  the  following  questions : 

QUESTION  NO.  1 

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Shall  the  proposed  law  which  defines  and  legalizes  the 
practice  of  chiropractics ;  establishes  a  board  of  registra- 
tion of  chiropractors  and  defines  the  number,  mode  of  ap- 
pointment, tenure,  qualification  and  compensation  of  its 
members,  and  its  powers  and  duties;  provides  for  the  pre- 
liminary qualifications,  examination,  certification,  original 
registration  and  annual  license  of  chiropractors  and  regu- 
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lation  of  their  practice,  and  defines  the  mode,  subjects  of 
and  fees  for  examination,  the  mode  of  practice  and  penal- 
ties ;  and  other  matters  related  thereto,  which  are  chiefly  as 
follows : 

That  chiropractic  be  "the  science  or  practice  of  locat- 
ing and  adjusting  by  hand  the  malpositions  of  the  articula- 
tions of  the  human  spine." 

That  any  person,  with  one  preceding  year's  residence 
in  this  Commonwealth  and  with  degree  from  a  qualified 
chiropractic  school  received  at  least  one  year  prior  to  the 
date  when  this  law  takes  effect,  may,  within  ninety  days 
after  such  date,  be  certified  by  the  board  at  its  discretion 
without  examination. 

That  otherwise  no  person,  except  a  member  of  the 
board  of  registration,  shall  practice  chiropractic  unless, 
being  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character 
and  graduated  from  a  reputable  chiropractic  school  after 
personally  attending  courses  of  at  least  twenty-two  hundred 
sixty-minute  daylight  hours  given  to  persons  qualified  to 
graduate  from  a  public  high  school,  he  shall  qualify  by 
examination,  pay  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  and  be  regis- 
tered and  certified ;  except  that  any  person  licensed  in  an- 
other State  maintaining  standards  equal  to  those  of  this 
Commonwealth  may  be  registered  without  examination. 

That  the  examination  be  scientific  and  practical  in 
character,  in  subjects  including  anatomy,  physiology,  symp- 
tomatology, hygiene,  sanitation,  chemistry,  histology,  path- 
ology, chiropractic  analysis,  and  the  principles  and  prac- 
tice of  chiropractic. 

That  the  board  may,  after  hearing,  revoke  a  certificate 
for  cause. 

That  the  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  and  shall 
keep  public  records  of  its  proceedings  and  of  the  names  of 
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persons  examined  or  registered  by  it  and  of  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  registered  chiropractors,  who  shall  pay  an 
annual  license  fee,  promptly  notify  the  board  of  any  change 
in  address  and  furnish  such  other  information  as  the  board 
may  require. 

That  the  board  consist  of  three  members,  residents  of 
the  Commonwealth  for  three  years,  graduates  of  a  charter- 
ed chiropractic  school  having  power  to  confer  degrees  in 
chiropractic,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

That  the  board  have  authority  to  administer  oaths, 
summon  witnesses  and  take  testimony  and  adopt  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  their  duties,  and  that 
they  pay  into  the  state  treasury  fees  received  by  them,  and 
that  they  receive  compensation  and  reimbursement  for  ex- 
penses in  such  amounts  as  may  be  annually  appropriated 
therefor  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  such  fees. 

Penalties  are  provided  for  practicing  chiropractic 
without  holding  a  certificate  or  for  using  the  words  "Chiro- 
practic Practitioner",  the  letters  "D.C.",  or  any  title  or 
letters  indicating  engagement  in  such  practice,  or  for  buy- 
ing, selling  or  fraudulently  obtaining  any  diploma  or  record 
of  registration. 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  present  law  relating  to 
the  registration  of  physicians  and  surgeons  and  providing 
penalties  for  the  unauthorized  practice  of  medicine  shall 
not  be  held  to  discriminate  against  registered  chiroprac- 
tors; but  no  chiropractor,  unless  registered  as  a  physician 
or  surgeon,  may  practice  obstetrics,  or  administer  drugs, 
or  perform  surgical  operations  by  the  use  of  instruments, 
or  hold  himself  out  as  and  for  other  than  a  chiropractor, 
which  was  disapproved  in  the  House  of  Representatives  by 
a  vote  of  50  in  the  affirmative  and  151  in  the  negative  and 
in  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  13  in  the  affirmative  and  21  in; 
the  negative,  be  approved? 
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QUESTION  NO.  2 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Shall  the  proposed  law  which  provides  for  an  addition- 
al method  of  nominating  candidates  for  nomination,  at  the 
state  primaries  in  September,  by  members  of  political  par- 
ties, for  those  offices  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  the 
Commonwealth  at  a  state  election. 

It  provides  that  the  state  conventions  of  the  political 
parties,  in  each  state  election  year,  shall  be  held  before  and 
not  after  the  state  primaries,  as  now,  namely,  not  later  than 
June  15.  In  order  to  elect  delegates  to  such  party  conven- 
tions, party  primaries  are  established  to  be  held  on  the  last 
Tuesday  in  April.  Among  other  things,  these  state  conven- 
tions may  endorse  candidates  for  offices  to  be  filled  by  all 
the  voters  and  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  state  primaries.  Such 
endorsement  places  a  candidate  in  nomination,  at  such  state 
primaries,  without  the  necessity  of  filing  nomination  pa- 
pers. The  name  of  the  endorsed  candidate  is  to  be  placed 
first  on  the  ballot  and  against  his  name  is  to  be  placed  the 
words  "Endorsed  by  (the  name  of  political  party)  conven- 
tion" in  addition  to  the  eight-word  statement  now  authoriz- 
ed by  law.  Candidates  endorsed  by  a  party  convention  may 
accept  said  endorsement  within  ten  days,  and  having  so 
accepted  may  not  withdraw. 

It  also  provides  for  the  election  of  district  members  of 
state  committees  and  members  of  ward  and  town  commit- 
tees at  the  proposed  party  primaries  in  April,  as  well  as 
delegates  to  the  state  party  conventions,  instead  of  at  the 
state  primaries  in  September,  as  now. 

It  also  provides  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  national 
conventions  (to  nominate  candidates  for  President)  at  the 
proposed  party  primaries  instead  of  at  the  primaries,  now 
specially  held  for  that  purpose,  and  which  existing  law  re- 
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quires  to  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April  (the  same  day 
proposed  for  the  proposed  party  primaries). 

It  also  provides  for  certain  other  new  provisions  of  law 
and  certain  changes  in  existing  laws,  relating  to  holding 
state  conventions  and  party  primaries,  the  number  and 
election  of  delegates  to  state  conventions,  the  number  of 
members  at  large  of  a  state  committee,  and  other  matters, 
which  in  more  detail  chiefly  are  as  follows: 

State  conventions  are  to  be  composed  solely  of  delegates 
elected  at  the  party  primaries,  and  the  number  is  to  be  one 
from  each  ward  and  town  and  one  additional  for  every 
teen  hundred  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the  first 
fifteen  hundred  votes  cast  at  the  preceding  state  election  in 
such  ward  or  town  for  the  political  party  candidate  for 
Governor,  instead  of  a  number  now  fixed  by  the  state  com- 
mittee of  each  party  (not  less  than  one  from  each  ward  or 
town)  and  certain  members  designated  by  existing  law. 

The  time,  for  notice  to  the  State  Secretary  by  aldermen 
or  selectmen  of  their  determination  to  hold  primaries  by 
wards,  precincts  or  groups  of  precincts,  to  be  March  1,  in- 
stead of  August  1,  as  now. 

The  names  of  candidates  for  election  for  delegates  to 
a  state  convention  and  for  district  members  of  a  state  com- 
mittee to  be  arranged  individually  by  alphabet  instead  of 

in  groups  arranged  by  lot,  as  now. 

Vacancies  in  the  office  of  delegate  to  a  state  or  na- 
tional convention  not  to  be  filled  except  in  case  of  a  tie  vote, 
and  then  by  delegates  from  the  same  district,  within  ten 
days,  and  if  no  other  delegate  or  if  not  so  filled,  then  by  a 
state  committee,  rather  than  solely  by  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  delegation ;  and  statement  of  filling  of  such  va- 
cancy to  be  filed  with  the  State  Secretary. 

Seating  of  delegates  at  state  conventions  to  be  in 
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groups  by  senatorial  districts,  and  order  of  business  at  said 
conventions  defined. 

Voting  on  candidates,  by  a  convention,  to  be  by  roll 
call,  if  more  than  one  candidate  for  the  office,  or  by  groups 
of  delegates  unless  any  member  of  such  group  objects. 

The  number  of  members  at  large  of  a  state  committee 
of  a  political  party  to  be  fixed  by  the  state  convention  of  a 
party  instead  of  by  the  state  committee,  as  now. 

The  existing  provisions  as  to  preparation  and  filing  of 
nomination  papers,  objections  to  nominations,  preparation, 
number,  substance,  arrangement  and  form  of  ballots,  hours 
during  which  polls  shall  be  open,  opening  of  ballot  boxes, 
canvass  and  return  of  votes,  return  and  certification  of 
votes,  now  applicable  to  state  primaries  to  be  applicable  to 
the  proposed  party  primaries. 

The  power  of  a  state  committee  to  fix  the  number  of 
district  delegates  to  a  national  convention  to  be  continued, 
but  the  date,  of  giving  notice  to  the  State  Secretary,  of  such 
fixation  to  be  March  1  instead  of  on  or  before  the  third 
Wednesday  in  March,  as  now. 

The  power  of  city  and  town  committees  to  fix  the  num- 
ber of  members  of  ward  and  town  committees  to  be  con- 
tinued, but  the  date,  of  giving  notice  to  the  State  Secretary, 
of  such  fixation  to  be  March  1  instead  of  August  1,  as  now, 
which  was  approved  in  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  21  in  the 
affirmative  and  17  in  the  negative  and  was  disapproved  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of  62  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  138  in  the  negative,  be  approved? 

QUESTION  NO.  3 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 

Is  it  desirable  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  — 
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"ARTICLE — 

"SECTION  1.  The  terms  of  the  President  and  Vice 
President  shall  end  at  noon  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  and 
the  terms  of  Senators  and  Representatives  at  noon  on  the 
3d  day  of  January,  of  the  years  in  which  such  terms  would 
have  ended  if  this  article  had  not  been  ratified;  and  the 
terms  of  their  successors  shall  then  begin. 

"SEC.  2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once 
in  every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the 
3d  day  of  January,  unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  dif- 
ferent day. 

"SEC.  3.  If,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  the 
term  of  the  President,  the  President  elect  shall  have  died, 
the  Vice  President  elect  shall  become  President.  If  a  Presi- 
dent shall  not  have  been  chosen  before  the  time  fixed  for 
the  beginning  of  his  term,  or  if  the  President  elect  shall 
have  failed  to  qualify,  then  the  Vice  President  elect  shall 
act  as  President  until  a  President  shall  have  qualified ;  and 
the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  wherein 
neither  a  President  elect  nor  a  Vice  President  elect  shall 
have  qualified,  declaring  who  shall  then  act  as  President,  or 
the  manner  in  which  one  who  is  to  act  shall  be  selected,  and 
such  person  shall  act  accordingly  until  a  President  or  Vice 
President  shall  have  qualified. 

"SEC.  4.  The  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the 
case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the 
House  of  Representatives  may  choose  a  President  whenever 
the  right  of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon  them,  and  for 
the  case  of  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the 
Senate  may  choose  a  Vice  President  whenever  the  right  of 
choice  shall  have  devolved  upon  them. 

"SEC.  5.    Sections  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on  the 
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15th  day  of  October  following  the  ratification  of  this  arti- 
cle. 

"SEC.  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it 
shall  have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several 
States  within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  its  submis- 
sion,"— be  ratified  by  the  General  Courc? 

All  of  the  above  shall  be  voted  for  upon  one  ballot. 

The  Polls  shall  be  open  from  eight  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon until  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening.

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Report  of  the  Selectmen 


The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  of  your 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1932. 

APPOINTMENTS 

A  complete  list  of  appointments  made  during  the  year 
will  be  found  in  another  section  of  this  report  as  well  as  the 
complete  Jury  List  and  those  persons  drawn  for  Jury  Duty. 

Our  highway  work,  has  during  the  past  year,  been 
done  under  the  supervision  and  in  co-operation  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  State  of  Massachusetts,  com- 
monly called  Chapter  81,  and  has  been  a  problem  difficult 
to  handle  due  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  this  work  was 
done  by  men  unfamiliar  with  highway  work. 

Early  in  the  season  all  persons  desiring  work  were 
registered  numbering  well  over  two  hundred,  later  classi- 
fied according  to  family  requirements  and  the  list  selected 
as  Class  A  men  have  furnished  the  labor  for  the  Highway 
Department  for  the  past  season.  These  men  with  few  ex- 
ceptions proved  their  willingness  to  work  and  the  amount 
accomplished  entitles  them  to  favorable  comment  from  this 
Board. 

We  have  extended  the  black  surfaced  roads  as  rapidly 
as  we  deemed  practical  These  roads  seem  to  meet  the  ap- 
proval of  the  public  and  we  favor  their  further  extension. 

We  have  gone  over  the  entire  town  with  a  view  of 
locating  places  ordinarily  impassable  at  certain  seasons  by 
reason  of  mud  and  during  the  season  just  closed  have  com- 
pleted slightly  over  two  thousand  feet  of  stone  foundation 
road  at  a  cost  of  from  47  to  65  cents  per  foot.

Reconstruction  of  the  road  known  as  Route  No.  15 
from  Oxford  Heights  to  Leicester  Street  at  Texas  Village, 
was  completed  by  the  State  during  the  summer  months 
which  assisted  us  by  the  employment  of  a  considerable 
number  of  our  men  who  were  out  of  work. 

Continued  construction  of  the  Charlton  Street  project 
was  abandoned  for  financial  reasons. 

We  commend  the  work  of  our  District  Superintendent 
Mr.  Seaver  and  recommend  a  continuance  of  the  work  un- 
der Chapter  81. 

We  fully  appreciate  the  trying  positions  in  which  near- 
ly every  Board  in  our  Town  have  been  placed  during  the 
past  year.  We  have  whenever  called  on,  endeavored  to  co- 
operate with  them  to  the  extent  of  our  ability  and  wish  to 
here  recognize  the  many  courtesies  received  from  every 
Board  with  which  we  have  been  associated.

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Report  of  the 
Forest  Fire  Warden 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Forest  Fire  Warden 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1932. 

I  was  called  to  18  forest  fires  during  the  past  year  and 
issued  600  permits  for  fires  in  the  open  air.

We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  the  past  year  to  have 
had  the  State  Forest  Fire  Truck  located  in  Town,  which 
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has  aided  us  in  holding  our  fires  to  a  small  area;  but  we 
cannot  always  be  so  fortunate  as  to  have  this  Truck  at  our 
every  call. 

Therefor,  I  recommend,  that  the  Town  appropriate 
and  raise  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  purchase  a  new 
truck  with  pump  attached,  and  also  portable  pump  for  the 
use  of  this  Department.  The  truck  we  have  now  has  been 
very  costly  to  keep  in  repairs,  and  it  will  cost  quite  an 
amount  of  money  to  put  it  into  serviceable  condition;  and 
then  when  this  money  has  been  spent  you  have  nothing 
with  which  to  work.  The  solid  tires  on  this  Truck  break 
most  of  our  acid  bottles,  and  thus  we  have  a  large  item  for 
supplies,  which  can  be  cut  down  by  the  use  of  different 
equipment. 

In  following  the  recommendation  of  your  State  De- 
partment the  purchase  of  a  Ford  Chassis,  upon  which  can 
be  mounted  a  lighter  weight  body ;  equipped  with  a  Barton 
Head  end  pump,  and  a  portable  pump,  for  use  in  places 
where  it  is  impossible  to  take  the  truck,  with  2,000  ft.  of 
1"  hose  can  be  purchased  for  about  $2,000.00  and  would 
effect  your  Tax  rate  approximately  seventy  cents,  and 
would  make  the  cost  of  protection  to  your  woodlands  about 
$.016  per  acre. 

This  truck  could  be  stationed  in  the  building  with 
your  Fire  Department  Truck,  at  a  small  expense  of  putting 
new  doors  on  the  building;  and  would  also  serve  as  a 
secondary  truck  for  your  regular  Department  answering 
such  alarms  as  chimney  fires,  etc.  and  for  use  at  Farm  Fires 
it  would  be  indispensable,  as  with  the  small  pumps  that  it 
would  carry,  it  would  make  use  of  the  water  obtainable  at 
these  Farms  to  a  much  better  advantage  than  the  present 
Fire  Truck. 

I  have  appointed  Wardens  from  practically  every  sec- 
tion of  the  Town  in  order  that  forest  fires  which  break  out 
may  receive  instant  attention.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Oxford 
Gentlemen : 

During  the  year  of  1932  all  cattle  in  Oxford  have  been 
tested  for  bovine  tuberculosis.  Reactors  to  this  test  were 
removed  for  slaughter  and  premises  cleaned  and  disinfect- 
ed thoroughly.  This  was  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
local  inspector  in  co-operation  with  the  Division  of  Animal 
Industry. 

That  the  disease  may  be  stamped  out  or  held  in  check 
may  be  seen  by  the  fact  that  on  the  first  test  28%  reaction 
was  found,  on  the  second  S%  and  on  the  third  less  than 
1%. 

As  your  local  inspector  I  have  attempted  to  push  this 
work  with  as  little  friction  as  possible  between  the  local 
men  and  the  Division  which  has  expressed  its  appreciation 
for  the  general  spirit  of  co-operation  shown  in  Oxford.

I  do  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Tree  Warden 
for  this  town. 

The  work  which  has  been  done  this  past  year  was  for 
the  most  part  only  that  which  was  quite  necessary  such  as 
broken  limbs  and  low  hanging  branches. 

The  most  important  work  was  spraying  which  was 
done  to  protect  the  trees  from  any  possible  attack  from  in- 
sects which  in  some  communities  are  ruining  many  shade 
trees.  This  method  of  caring  for  the  trees  is  much  more 
economical  than  even  cutting  them  down,  as  the  cost  of 
spraying  is  sixty  cents  per  tree.  With  the  amount  it  would 
cost  to  cut  down  some  of  our  large  elms  we  could  spray 
them  for  many  years. 

I  feel  that  the  program  of  economy  has  been  met  by 
this  department  this  year  but  I  hope  that  there  can  be 
some  arrangement  whereby  the  appropriation  for  the  next 
year  can  be  increased  so  that  more  work  can  be  done  to 
retain  our  shade  trees. 

There  was  practically  no  equipment  added  this  year, 
there  being  some  minor  repairs  on  present  equipment 
which  helped  to  keep  down  expenses.

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Report  of  the 
Town  Accountant 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Sections  60  and 
61  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  your  accountant 
presents  herewith  a  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  Town  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1932. 
You  will  find  attached  a  financial  statement  showing  assets 
and  liabilities,  as  well  as  a  statement  showing  the  amounts 
appropriated  and  the  amounts  expended  from  each  appro- 
priation during  the  year  1932. 

A  year  ago,  your  attention  was  directed  to  the  fact 
that  the  amount  of  uncollected  taxes  prior  to  the  current 
levy  exceeded  the  amount  of  Surplus  Revenue  by  $16,869.91 
whereas  at  the  close  of  business  on  December  31st,  this 
amount  has  been  reduced  to  $5,857.36.  While  these  figures 
show  some  improvement  over  a  year  ago,  it  seems  very 
doubtful  if  it  will  be  possible  to  make  any  transfers  from 
the  Surplus  Revenue  account  during  the  coming  year.  A 
word  of  caution  along  the  same  lines  as  expressed  last  year 
seems  advisable  and  I  would  like  to  suggest  that  each  De- 
partment inform  your  Board  between  July  first  and  fif- 
teenth as  to  the  probable  requirements  of  their  Department 
for  the  balance  of  the  year  so  that  the  necessary  provisions 
may  be  made  to  enable  them  to  function  properly  without 
incurring  any  obligations  in  excess  of  the  amounts  appro- 
priated for  their  use.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 
OXFORD,  MASS. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library : 

The  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1932,  fol- 
lows : 

No  one  can  be  unaware  of  the  fact  that  business  is  very 
poor  indeed  everywhere — except  in  the  Public  Library. 
The  conditions  which  have  thrown  so  many  out  of  em- 
ployment have  brought  them  to  the  library  in  larger  num- 
bers. The  circulation  of  23,996  issues  for  the  year  shows  a 
gain  of  3,287  over  1931.  This  increased  use  of  the  library 
requires  greater  expense  in  the  care  and  binding  of  books, 
more  time  and  energy  on  the  part  of  the  librarian  and  a 
wider  choice  of  reading  and  reference  material. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  those  of  our  townspeople 
who  have  contributed  a  number  of  books  during  the  year. 
These  have  been  a  great  help  and  are  very  much  appreciat- 
ed. Duplicates  of  good,  popular  fiction  are  just  as  accept- 
able inasmuch  as  they  aid  in  the  replacement  of  such  books. 
We  hope  others  will  look  over  their  collection  and  find  books 
which  they  may  like  to  pass  on  to  the  library. 

The  supply  has  fallen  far  short  of  demand  particular- 
ly in  fiction.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  a  large  proportion  of 
the  appropriation  could  be  used  to  advantage  in  this  one 
field.  But  we  cannot  purchase  fiction  alone.  Other  depart- 
ments must  be  augmented  to  preserve  the  balance  of  the 
collection  and  maintain  the  highest  possible  degree  of  use- 
fulness within  our  means.  The  unusual  wear  and  tear  upon 
our  stock  has  made  it  necessary  to  withdraw  from  circula- 
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tion  for  an  indefinite  period  many  books  which  ordinarily 
would  be  bound  and  within  a  week  or  two,  returned  to  cir- 
culation. We  have  rebound  and  replaced  fewer  books  than 
usual  the  past  year. 

It  is  not  generally  realized  that  the  library  has  an  im- 
portant part  in  keeping  up  the  morale  of  the  community 
these  perilous  times.  With  little  money  to  spend  for  movies 
and  other  diversions,  people  are  turning  to  the  library  for 
interest  and  entertainment.  In  not  a  few  instances,  phy- 
sical inaction  has  stimulated  mental  activity.  /Those  who 
have  read  much  are  reading  more,  dipping  into  fields  of 
special  interest  made  possible  by  enforced  leisure.  During 
the  year,  a  great  many  books  on  a  variety  of  subjects  have 
been  borrowed  from  State  and  other  libraries  to  meet  the 
demand  for  such  material.  Not  only  is  it  essential  that  the 
book  supply  be  maintained  but  there  is  also  urgent  need  for 
new  books  on  current  problems. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-four  new  borrowers  enrolled 
last  year  at  the  Main  Library.  To  serve  these  new  as  well 
as  old  patrons,  to  keep  up  the  morale  in  general,  we  need 
all  our  available  resources  as  never  before.  We  have  tried 
to  build  up  and  develop  in  a  conservative  way,  a  library 
upon  which  the  people  are  coming  to  depend  more  and 
more.  We  are  finding  it  difficult  to  supply  the  demand  we 
have  created.  The  library  has  been  run  as  economically  as 
possible  and  with  adequate  means,  has  the  opportunity  to 
be  a  vital  factor  in  maintaining  and  promoting  the  mental 
welfare  of  the  community  in  this  economic  crisis,  and  help 
carry  over  to  the  better  times  ahead.

This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to 
me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Accountant  of  this 
Division.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Clerk  of  the 
Town  of  Oxford  for  the  period  from  March  10,  1932,  the 
date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  August  30,  1932,  and  submit 
the  following  report  thereon : 

The  Town  Clerk's  records  of  dog  licenses  issued  on  be- 
half of  the  county,  and  of  sporting  and  trapping  licenses 
issued  on  behalf  of  the  state,  were  examined  and  checked  in 
detail,  and  the  payments  to  the  county  and  the  State,  re- 
spectively, were  verified  with  the  receipts  on  file. 

A  reconciliation  of  the  Town  Clerk's  cash  on  hand  with 
the  cash  balances  due  the  county  and  the  State  for  licenses 
issued  on  their  behalf  disclosed  a  cash  discrepancy  on 
August  30,  1932,  in  the  accounts  of  the  Town  Clerk  amount- 
ing to  $902.60. 

An  examination  of  the  records  of  dog  licenses  issued 
showed  that  there  was  due  the  County  Treasurer  on  June  1, 
1932,  the  sum  of  $657.00.  A  payment  of  $259.20  on  this 
account  was  made  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  the  County  Treas- 
ury on  August  17,  1932,  no  sworn  statement  of  the  total 
amount  of  money  received  and  paid  over  being  rendered,  as 
required  by  Section  147,  Chapter  140,  General  Laws.  There 
is,  therefore,  a  balance  $397.80  still  due  the  county  on  the 
amount  payable  to  the  County  Treasurer  on  June  1,  1932. 
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Dog  license  fees  of  $290.40  collected  from  June  1  to  August 
30,  1932,  increased  the  amount  for  which  the  Town  Clerk  is 
accountable  for  dog  licenses  on  August  30,  1932,  to  $688.20. 

In  this  connection,  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  147,  Chapter  140,  General  Laws,  which  reads  as 
follows : 

The  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  and  the  clerks 
of  other  cities  and  towns  shall  issue  said  licenses, 
receive  the  money  therefor,  and  pay  it  into  the 
treasuries  of  their  respective  counties,  except  in 
the  county  of  Suffolk,  on  or  before  June  first  and 
December  first  of  each  year,  retaining,  except  in 
Boston,  to  their  own  use  twenty  cents  for  each 
license,  and  shall  return  therewith  a  sworn  state- 
ment of  the  amount  of  money  thus  received  and 
paid  over  by  them.  They  shall  also  keep  a  record 
of  all  licenses  issued  by  them,  of  the  name  of  the 
keepers  or  owners  of  the  dogs  licensed,  and  of  the 
names,  registered  numbers  and  descriptions  of  all 
such  dogs.  If  a  City  or  Town  Clerk  neglects  to  pay 
over  such  money  to  the  County  Treasurer  as  re- 
quired by  this  section,  the  city  or  town  may  recover 
the  amount  thereof  for  the  benefit  of  the  county, 
with  all  damages  sustained  through  such  neglect, 
and  interest,  in  an  action  on  the  official  bond  re- 
quired of  City  Clerks  by  the  following  section 
or  of  Town  Clerks  by  Section  Thirteen  of  Chap- 
ter Forty-one. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  penalty  provided  by  Sec- 
tion 169,  Chapter  140,  General  Laws,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows : 

A  county,  city  or  town  officer  who  refuses  or 
wilfully  neglects  to  perform  the  duties  imposed 
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upon  him  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  relating 
to  dogs  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  paid,  ex- 
cept in  Suffolk  County,  into  the  county  treasury. 
Whoever  is  aggrieved  by  such  refusal  or  neglect 
may  report  the  same  forthwith  to  the  district  at- 
torney of  his  district. 

In  comparing  the  records  of  sporting  and  trapping 
licenses  issued  with  the  payments  made  to  the  Division  of 
Fisheries  and  Game,  it  was  found  that  there  was  due  the 
State  on  August  30,  1932,  the  sum  of  $182.90  for  the  months 
of  June  and  July,  1932,  and  $48.50  for  licenses  issued  be- 
tween August  1  and  30,  1932,  a  total  of  $231.40.  Payments 
by  the  town  clerk  to  the  Divisions  of  Fisheries  and  Game 
have  not  been  made  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 11,  Chapter  393,  Acts  of  1930,  which  reads  as  follows: 

The  director  and  clerk  of  every  town  shall  make 
a  record,  in  books  kept  therefor,  of  all  licenses  is- 
sued by  them,  and  shall  date  each  license  as  of 
the  date  of  issue ;  and  no  other  date  shall  be  placed 
on  such  license.  Such  books  shall  be  supplied  by 
the  division,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  corn- 
wealth,  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  during 
the  usual  office  hours  of  the  town  clerk  of  the  di- 
rector, as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  be  subject  at 
all  times  to  audit  and  inspection  by  the  director, 
by  the  state  auditor  or  by  his  or  their  agents. 
Every  such  clerk  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
every  month,  pay  to  the  division  all  moneys  receiv- 
ed by  him  for  licenses  issued  during  the  month 
preceding,  except  the  fees  retained  under  Section 
Nine.  All  remittances  shall  be  by  check,  United 
States  post  office  money  order,  express  money 
order,  or  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States ; 
and  every  such  clerk  shall,  within  thirty  days  next 
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succeeding  January  first  in  each  year,  return  to 
the  division  all  license  books  received  during  the 
year  preceding,  including  all  stubs  and  void  and 
unused  licenses.  Any  such  clerk  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one 
month  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

The  failure  on  the  part  of  the  town  clerk  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  law  governing  the  payments  to  the 
State  and  county  for  sporting  and  trapping  and  for  dog 
licenses,  respectively,  were  mentioned  in  the  previous  audit 
report. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  recon- 
ciliation of  the  Town  Clerk's  cash,  as  well  as  tables  showing 
the  dog  and  sporting  and  trapping  license  accounts. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town 
officials  during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish  on  behalf 
of  my  assitant  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Oxford  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1931,  and  submit  the  following  report  there- 
on : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for 
the  Town  or  sending  out  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified. 

The  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  appropria- 
tion accounts  being  checked  to  the  Town  Meeting  records  of 
appropriations  and  transfers  voted.  A  balance  sheet,  show- 
ing the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  on  December  31, 
1931,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed  and  proved, 
and  the  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared  with 
the  accountant's  ledger  and  with  the  records  of  the  depart- 
ments making  payments  to  the  Treasurer.  The  payments 
were  compared  with  the  Selectmen's  warrants  authorizing 
the  disbursement  of  Town  funds. 

In  checking  the  appropriations,  it  was  noted  that  on 
December  29,  1931,  appropriations  totaling  $3,435.72  were 
voted  to  be  taken  from  surplus  revenue.  This  sum  should 
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be  included  by  the  assessors  in  the  determination  of  the 
1932  tax  rate,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
23,  Chapter  59,  General  Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  428, 
Acts  of  1931,  which  requires  that  the  assessors  raise  all 
sums  appropriated  since  the  last  preceding  annual  tax  as- 
sessment, and  which  also  provides  that  deductions  on 
account  of  appropriations  voted  from  available  funds  in 
the  Treasury  may  be  made  by  the  Assessors  only  upon  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxa- 
tion. All  appropriations  voted  by  the  Town,  whether  they 
are  to  be  raised  by  taxation  or  provided  by  transfer  from 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  should  be  certified  by  the 
Town  Clerk  to  the  Assessors,  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  Section  15A,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws. 

The  Treasurer's  cash  balance  on  February  29,  1932, 
was  verified  by  reconciling  the  bank  balance  with  a  state- 
ment furnished  by  the  bank. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books,  representing 
the  investments  of  the  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  Town  Treasurer,  were  examined  and  verified,  the  in- 
come and  bequests  being  proved  and  found  to  be  as  report- 
ed. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  Section  54, 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  which  deals  with  the  investment 
of  Town  trust  funds. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
proved  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  can- 
celled notes  on  file.  The  outstanding  debt  was  listed  and 
verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  books. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  tax  collector's  office 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  taxes  outstanding  at  the 
time  of  the  previous  examination  were  audited,  and  all 
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subsequent  commitments  of  poll,  personal,  real  estate,  old 
age  assistance,  and  motor  vehicle*  excise  taxes  were  added 
and  reconciled  with  the  Assessors'  warrants. 

The  recorded  tax  collections  were  checked  to  the  com- 
mitment lists,  the  payments  to  the  Treasurer  were  verified, 
the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  Assessors'  records  of 
abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  proved  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  per- 
sons whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money 
to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  Tax  Collector's  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  an 
actual  count  on  February  29,  1932. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  Town  Clerk  were  examin- 
ed. The  receipts  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  checked 
with  the  records  of  licenses  issued,  and  the  payments  to 
the  County  Treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and 
Game,  respectively,  were  verified.  The  cash  on  hand  was 
proved  by  an  actual  count  on  March  9,  1932. 

The  attention  of  the  Town  Clerk  is  called  to  Section  12, 
Chapter  131,  General  Laws,  which  requires  the  Town  Clerk 
to  pay  over,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  all  money 
due  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  for  sporting  li- 
censes issued  during  the  month  preceding,  and  to  Section 
147,  Chapter  140,  General  Laws,  which  provides  for  pay- 
ments of  dog  license  fees  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  the  County 
on  or  before  June  1  and  December  1  of  each  year. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and 
Tax  Collector  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 
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The  record  of  licenses  granted  by  the  selectmen  were 
examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  Treasurer 
were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  Treasurer's  cash  re- 
ceipts. 

The  receipts  for  rent  of  the  Town  Hall  were  compared 
with  the  records  of  hall  rentals,  and  the  payments  to  the 
Treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  receipts  by  the  School  and  Library  de- 
partments were  examined,  the  collections  being  compared 
with  the  Treasurer's  records  of  receipts. 

The  financial  records  of  the  Public  Welfare  department 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  charges  billed  were  listed, 
the  collections  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer's  records  of 
receipts,  and  the  outstanding  charges  were  listed  and  prov- 
ed with  the  records  of  the  Town  Accountant. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended 

to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  Treas- 
urer's cash,  summaries  of  the  Tax  and  Departmental  ac- 
counts, as  well  as  tables  showing  the  transactions  and  con- 
dition of  the  Trust  Funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  received  the  co- 
operation of  all  Town  Officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Oxford: 

The  School  Committee  respectfully  submit  their  re- 
port for  1932  to  which  are  appended  the  reports  of  the 
superintendent  of  school  and  his  associates.  These  reports 
and  the  statistics  they  contain  should  interest  all  Oxford 
people. 

The  year  1932  has  been  a  most  trying  one  for  a  school 
committee.  With  greatly  diminished  appropriations,  due 
to  a  serious  town  economic  condition  with  resulting  curtail- 
ment of  expenses  in  every  department  of  school  work  neces- 
sitating reduced  wages,  reduced  transportation  rates,  re- 
duced expenditures  for  fuel,  repairs,  books  and  supplies, 
and  a  greatly  shortened  school  year,  we  have  done  our  best 
with  the  money  at  our  disposal  to  see  that  the  schools  suf- 
fered no  more  loss  in  efficiency  than  under  the  conditions 
was  necessary. 

In  closing  the  Comins  school  and  in  discontinuing  tui- 
tion of  pupils  to  Leicester,  we  acted  contrary  to  the  ex- 
pressed wishes  of  the  people  of  that  section  and  of  the 
voters  of  the  town.  The  saving  of  more  than  §3,000  made 
possible  by  our  action  seemed  too  large  a  sum  to  be  disre- 
garded when  the  town  was  seeking  in  every  way  to  make 
economies  in  costs.  The  State  Department  of  Education 
when  the  matter  was  referred  to  them  approved  the  action 
of  our  Committee  as  legal  and,  under  the  circumstances, 
commendable. 

A  pleasant  feature  has  been  the  fine  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion that  our  teachers  have  all  shown  in  helping  us  to  keep 
within  our  appropriations  and  in  remedying  as  far  as  they 
could  the  bad  results  to  the  progress  of  their  children  of  the 
shorter  year.  They  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  all 
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contributed  generously  of  their  salaries,  over  $2,000,  when 
they  were  under  no  legal  obligation  to  do  so  to  help  reduce 
the  town  expenditures. 

Usually  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  have  on  hand  fuel  to 
last  through  to  April.  We  finished  December  with  no  sup- 
ply on  hand  in  the  buildings.  In  this  way  we  were  able  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  fuel  to  $1,787.70  or  to  only  about  one 
half  the  average  cost  of  fuel  for  the  past  five  years.  In  a 
like  manner  we  have  put  off  repairs  and  the  purchase  of 
books  and  supplies  in  the  hope  that  next  year  the  town's 
financial  condition  would  better  enable  it  to  bear  the  added 
cost.  Schools  ran  for  from  two  to  five  wee"ks  less  time  than 
usual.  This  made  a  large  emergency  saving  for  1932.  We 
believe  that  people  wish  to  have  their  children  attend  school 
the  standard  forty  weeks  a  year.  Therefore  the  natural 
expenditures  for  1933  will  be  more  than  the  $54,051.48 
spent  in  1932  because : 

(1)  We  should  meet  the  cost  of  the  schools  for  forty 
weeks. 

(2)  We  must  meet  the  cost  of  a  full  year  for  fuel, 
repairs,  books  and  supplies. 

(3)  We  must  meet  the  cost  of  a  larger  high  school. 
We  therefore  respectfully  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $55,000  for  1933.

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Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Oxford  School  Committee : 

I  respectfully  submit  my  twenty-first  annual  report 
and  the  forty-third  in  the  series  of  reports  by  Oxford 
School  Superintendents. 

In  this  report  also  will  be  found  various  school  statis- 
tics for  1932  and  also  the  reports  of  the  High  School  princi- 
pal, the  school  physician,  the  school  nurse,  and  the  super- 
visors of  music  and  drawing. 

The  Oxford  School  Department  owing  to  the  financial 
stringency  has  had  probably  the  most  difficult  year  in  its 
history.  Many  unusual  problems  have  developed  and  these 
unpleasant  to  bring  to  a  solution  satisfactory  to  even  a 
small  part  of  the  people  involved. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  obliged  to  accept 
a  cut  in  its  appropriation  for  1931  of  $5,500,  from  $63,000 
to  $57,500.  (a)  This  necessitated  the  discontinuance  of  the 
instructors  in  domestic  science  and  manual  training  which 
had  been  in  the  schools  for  over  twenty  years  and  of  physic- 
al training  which  had  been  in  more  than  ten  years,  (b)  It 
compelled  a  10%  cut  in  teachers'  and  janitors'  salaries  be- 
sides stopping  all  automatic  increases  for  teachers  receiving 
minimum  salaries  which  for  them  was  equivalent  to  another 
cut  of  nearly  10%.  (c)  All  bus  drivers  were  required  to  ac- 
cept contracts  based  on  not  over  30  cents  a  mile  for  the  dis- 
tances actually  traveled.  This  meant  a  substantial  reduction 
in  the  previous  conveyance  cost. 
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In  May,  the  Finance  Committee  asked  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  close  the  schools  one  week  early  in  the  High 
School  and  two  weeks  early  in  the  grades  and  to  ask  the 
teachers  to  release  their  salaries  for  these  respective  pe- 
riods. This  caused  a  further  reduction  in  salary  of  21/2% 
for  the  High  School  teachers  and  5%  for  the  grade  teach- 
ers. The  teachers  generously  gave  the  release  asked  though 
they  were  under  no  legal  obligation  to  do  so. 

For  several  years  Oxford  had  been  paying  tuition  for 
an  increasing  number  of  pupils  from  the  Rochdale  district 
to  the  town  of  Leicester.  For  1931-1932  this  amounted  to 
$3,537.36.  The  Comins  School  in  the  same  section,  a  one 
room  school  with  six  grades  was  costing  between  $1,500 
and  $1,600  a  year.  Also  along  the  same  route  to  Oxford 
Center  pupils  were  being  transported  to  the  High  School 
by  the  Acme  Bus  Line  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $600  or 
more  per  year.  The  School  Committee  found  that  by  clos- 
ing the  Comins  School  and  conveying  its  pupils  and  also 
the  tuition  pupils  in  Leicester  to  the  Thayer  and  Woodward 
Schools  and  the  High  School  pupils  along  the  way  to  the 
High  School  an  estimated  saving  of  over  $3,000  per  year 
could  be  made.  Therefore  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that 
the  town  was  able  neither  to  pay  its  teachers  nor  its  con- 
tracted bills,  the  Committee  felt  it  had  no  discretion  but  to 
make  this  needed  saving. 

An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  School  Committee 
was  made  to  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Mr.  Burr 
F.  Jones  of  this  department  came  to  Oxford,  went  over  all 
the  routes  involved,  saw  the  town  treasurer  and  wrote 
an  opinion  approving  the  position  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee. 

A  town  meeting  was  then  called  and  it  voted  to  reopen 
the  Comins  School,  etc.  As  the  School  Committee  under 
Massachusetts  law  has  full  authority  over  all  matters  relat- 
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ing  to  transportation  of  pupils  and  closing  of  schools, 
it  seemed  to  them  that  they  under  present  financial  condi- 
tions and  because  of  contracts  already  entered  upon  could 
not  comply  with  the  vote  of  the  town  without  involving  it 
in  large  increased  and  unnecessary  expense.  The  State 
Department  of  Education  advised  the  School  Committee 
under  the  circumstances  to  go  on  as  it  had  planned,  clos- 
ing the  Comins  School  and  transporting  the  children  as 
before  indicated. 

The  School  Committee  were  asked  to  dismiss  all  jani- 
tors and  to  put  their  jobs  out  to  bids.  They  felt  this  was  un- 
fair to  employees  who  had  been  giving  faithful  service,  and 
that  it  was  not  good  economy  to  place  over  $200,000  worth 
of  public  property  in  the  hands  of  inexperienced  men  whose 
greatest  recommendation  was  perhaps  that  they  would 
work  cheaper  than  anybody  else.  Instead  they  voted  to  cut 
salaries  of  janitors  10%. 

Early  in  September  the  School  Committee  were  asked 
by  the  Finance  Committee  to  release  $4,000  of  their  already 
reduced  appropriation  to  the  town  treasury.  This  was  done 
under  protest.  It  was  explained  that  already  the  schools  for 
the  calendar  year  of  1932  had  been  shortened  two  weeks 
in  the  High  School  and  three  weeks  in  the  grades,  and  this 
reduction  in  the  appropriation  would  mean  the  further  loss 
of  at  least  two  or  three  weeks  with  possible  hazarding  of 
the  State  re-imbursement  for  teachers  of  a  sum  in  excess 
of  that  to  be  saved  by  this  means. 

All  schools  as  a  result  of  this  action  except  the  High 
and  Junior  High  were  closed  two  weeks  early  in  December. 
For  the  calendar  year  1932,  the  High  School  was  in  session 
38  instead  of  40  weeks,  the  Junior  High,  37  weeks  instead 
of  40,  and  the  other  schools  35  weeks  instead  of  40.  This  is 
the  poorest  record  in  more  than  twenty  years. 
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Teachers  besides  not  getting  their  usual  increases 
which  have  always  heretofore  been  given,  besides  receiving 
a  10%  cut  in  their  salaries,  have  also  lost  from  two  to  five 
weeks  in  salary.  In  addition  to  this  their  salaries  have  been 
in  arrears  at  times  as  much  as  two  months  and  at  the  close 
of  the  y;ear,  December  31,  had  not  been  fully  paid. 

It  is  bad  enough  in  good  times  but  it  is  worse  in  bad 
times  to  have  children  on  the  streets  for  several  additional 
weeks.  Our  teachers  have  been  under  these  trying  circum- 
stances extremely  loyal  and  have  done  all  they  could  to 
make  the  best  of  the  situation,  but  no  teachers  can  do  as 
much  for  their  children  in  a  school  year  so  seriously  short- 
ened.

A  teacher  employed  in  the  first  six  grades  of  the  Ox- 
ford Schools  lost  not  only  her  annual  increment  in  salary 
but  also  lost  for  the  period  from  June  1st  to  December 
31st. 

Nearly  10%  through  the  reduction  of  her  salary  25% 
through  closing  the  schools  *4  °f  this  time,  five  weeks. 

BRIGHT  SPOTS 

While  the  year  as  a  whole  has  been  one  with  discourag- 
ing features  with  the  loss  of  instruction  in  manual  training, 
domestic  science  and  physical  training,  with  the  loss  of  five 
weeks  of  school  for  the  children  of  the  first  six  grades,  with 
reduction  also  of  repairs,  supplies,  of  books,  paper,  etc.  be- 
yond the  efficiency  limit,  there  have  been  some  bright  spots 
that  also  should  be  enumerated. 
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Our  competent  teaching  force  has  been  exceedingly- 
loyal  and  devoted  in  spite  of  great  reduction  of  salary  and 
delay  in  securing  its  pay.  Only  one  teacher  left  during  the 
year  and  her  place  was  taken  by  a  man  who  had  one  year  of 
successful  experience.  It  has  been  very  fortunate  for  us  in 
this  shortened  year  to  have  been  able  to  retain  our  experi- 
enced teachers.  But  for  this  the  progress  of  the  children 
would  be  much  more  handicapped  than  it  is.  For  the  chil- 
dren to  lose  five  weeks  of  schooling  in  one  year  was  serious 
but  to  have  lost  many  teachers  in  addition  would  have  made 
this  condition  much  more  difficult  to  meet. 

Further  consolidation  of  the  schools  by  the  closing  of 
the  Comins  School  and  the  conveyance  of  its  pupils  and 
those  attending  the  Leicester  Schools  has  brought  about  a 
saving  of  more  than  $3,000.  It  has  also  made  it  possible  for 
a  better  organization  of  the  No.  Oxford  Schools  through 
the  transfer  of  the  fifth  grade  from  the  Thayer  to  the 
Woodward  School,  and  the  separation  of  grades  five  and 
six  at  the  latter  school  into  two  rooms  with  one  grade  to 
the  room.  The  transported  children  of  grades  one  to  four 
go  to  the  Thayer  School,  those  of  five  to  eight  to  the  Wood- 
ward School  and  those  of  nine  to  twelve  to  the  High  School. 

The  High  School  has  had  its  largest  school  member- 
ship, 192.  This  is  an  increase  from  1927-1928  of  97  pupils. 
The  average  membership  for  that  year  was  95.  The  more 
than  doubling  the  size  of  a  High  School  in  five  years  with- 
out much  increase  in  the  population  means  that  practically 
all  young  people  of  High  School  age  are  now  attending 
school  and  that  few  are  working.  The  hard  times  have  at 
least  given  the  benefit  of  longer  schooling  to  many  who 
otherwise  could  not  have  enjoyed  this  privilege.  Then, 
1927-1928,  six  teachers  were  employed  for  the  95  pupils. 
Now  with  more  than  twice  as  many  we  have  only  seven 
full  time  teachers  and  one  part  time  teacher.  This  means 
that  all  teachers  have  larger  classes  and  some  teachers  also 
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more  classes  per  day  than  previously.  Whether  this  in- 
creased teaching  load  with  larger  classes  will  mean  a  less 
efficient  school  will  depend  largely  upon  the  ability  and 
experience  of  the  teachers.  It  seems  probable  there  will 
be  further  increase  in  September,  1933,  as  there  are  over 
85  pupils  completing  the  eighth  grade  in  June  while  the 
graduating  class  at  the  High  School  will  be  only  thirty- 
three. 

The  total  school  membership  at  the  present  time  is  916 
which  is  104  more  than  it  was  last  year  at  this  time.  Our 
teaching  force  in  the  meantime  has  only  been  increased  by 
one  part  time  teacher.  This  may  not  seem  a  bright  spot  es- 
pecially in  a  year  when  this  increase  has  been  accompanied 
by  a  shorter  school  term.  Our  good  result,  however,  will  be 
increased  reimbursement  from  the  State  of  $50  for  each 
whole  time  teacher  employed  or  a  total  increased  reim- 
bursement of  over  $1,500. 

We  have  received  our  largest  State  reimbursement  for 
teachers'  salaries,  $11,485.90.  This  represents  a  return 
from  the  State  of  from  $300  to  $400  for  each  of  the  teachers 
employed  depending  on  whether  he  has  had  no  experience, 
one  year's  experience  or  two  years'  or  more  experience. 
Next  year  owing  to  increased  school  membership,  the  total 
reimbursement  may  be  increased  to  $13,450  or  approxi- 
mately $2,000  more.  Twenty-six  of  our  teachers  will  be 
entitled  to  the  maximum  re-imbursement  of  $450.  Three  to 
a  reimbursement  of  $400  and  one  to  a  reimbursement  of 
$370  and  one  part  time  teacher  to  $180,  a  total  of  $13,450. 
In  addition  to  this  there  is  reimbursement  for  the  superin- 
tendent's salary  of  $773.33  making  the  total  reimburse- 
ments for  1933,  $14,223.33.  Besides  these  there  are  tuition 
reimbursements  of  over  $1,100  for  State  Wards  and 
Charlton  pupils  making  altogether  over  $15,000  to  be 
expected  from  these  different  sources. 

To  receive,  however,  the  reimbursement  of  $450  a 
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teacher  the  town  must  pay  a  teacher  not  less  than  $950  for 
the  school  year  from  September  to  June.  If  less  than  $750 
is  paid  there  is  no  reimbursement.  As  it  is,  the  town  by 
shortening  the  school  year  in  1932  and  by  reducing  the 
salaries  of  low  paid  teachers  has  already  lost  the  right  to 
$1,000  of  the  above  possible  reimbursement  of  $13,450. 
Thirteen  of  the  thirty  teachers  have  already  had  their  sala- 
ries placed  so  low  as  to  lose  the  town  from  $50  to  $100 
apiece.  It  will  readily  be  seen  that  in  the  desire  to  reduce 
salaries  it  is  possible  to  lose  more  money  in  reimburse- 
ments than  the  reduction  in  salaries  would  total.  The  re- 
duction for  the  period  from  January  to  June  of  $45  apiece 
in  the  salaries  of  three  teachers,  Misses  Bradley,  Clement 
and  Nye  would  mean  a  loss  in  State  reimbursements  of 
$1,050.  The  minimum  salary  for  the  State  for  teachers  is 
$750. 

WHAT  ABOUT  MANUAL  TRAINING  AND  SEWING? 

We  have  eliminated  them  to  save  money.  No  one 
doubts  it  is  a  useful  thing  for  every  boy  to  know  something 
in  regard  to  the  correct  use  of  carpenter  tools  and  of  the 
making  of  things  with  these.  Such  a  knowledge  never  fails  to 
be  of  practical  and  economic  use  to  every  man  in  his  home. 
In  leisure  time  it  may  well  be  worth  money  to  him  by  sav- 
ing in  making  repairs  and  household  improvements.  No  one 
doubts  but  that  it  is  a  good  thing  for  a  girl  to  learn  to  sew 
sufficiently  well  to  do  her  own  mending,  to  make  and  re- 
model many  of  her  own  garments.  Where  there  is  little 
money  to  spend,  if  the  wife  or  daughter  can  make  her  own 
clothes  or  make  over  old  clothes,  money  is  saved  for  other 
things  and  there  will  be  less  need  of  welfare  work.  Wel- 
fare workers  not  infrequently  when  they  provide  the  needy 
with  good  clothes  which  may  be  made  over  find  that  the 
recipient  either  cannot  sew  or  does  not  know  how  to  re- 
model the  clothes  for  her  family.  We  all  know  that  boys 
and  girls  do  not  learn  the  handicrafts  at  home  as  they  did 
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formerly.  If  the  schools  do  not  provide  such  instruction  the 
child  does  not  receive  it  and  becomes  handicapped  in  the 
doing  of  these  necessary  things. 

It  seems  to  me  the  question  is  not  Whether  we  can  af- 
ford to  pay  for  this  instruction  but  whether  we  can  afford 
not  to  do  so.  A  man  would  say  it  is  very  little  to  pay  $1  a 
lesson  for  80  minutes  once  a  week  for  the  instruction  of  his 
child  in  woodwork  or  making  of  clothing  by  a  specialist 
yet  we  will  object  to  have  this  done  in  the  schools  where  this 
instruction  in  both  subjects  would  cost  him  much  less  than 
$1  a  year. 

The  more  we  can  train  boys  and  girls  to  do  useful 
things  for  themselves,  the  less  the  community  will  have  to 
do  for  them  in  times  of  economic  stress. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

It  is  important  that  our  High  School  retain  its  Class 
A  rating.  Our  certificate  privileges  are  dependent  on  this. 
Without  them  no  pupil  graduating  at  our  High  School  can 
go  to  college  or  normal  college  or  technical  schools  without 
difficult  examinations  covering  the  work  of  their  High 
School  course.  The  loss  of  prestige  of  not  being  able  to  cer- 
tify graduates  would  also  bring  the  school  into  discredit  in 
the  community.  Can  we  afford  to  take  any  chances  of  this 
by  providing  too  few  teachers,  too  few  books  and  inade- 
quate equipment,  by  the  employment  of  less  well  trained 
or  experienced  teachers?  As  has  already  been  said  we  are 
now  employing  in  the  High  School  for  190  pupils  seven  and 
a  half  teachers  where  in  1927-1928  we  employed  six  for  an 
average  of  95  pupils.  We  have  also  in  prospect  for  next 
year  a  possible  increase  of  about  50  pupils  which  means  ad- 
ditional cost  for  instruction  and  for  books  and  seats. 

The  school  now  has  every  privilege  for  certifying  to 
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college  that  any  high  school  has.  We  assume  that  the  people 
want  nothing  to  happen  that  will  hazard  the  retaining  of 
this  privilege. 

We  are  fortunate  in  our  High  School  principal  and 
teachers.  Mr.  Sannella  has  been  untiring  in  his  efforts  to 
improve  the  work  of  the  school  and  the  progress  of  the  pu- 
pils. The  teachers  are  now  handicapped  by  the  shortened 
school  year  of  1932  and  the  necessity  thus  produced  of  at- 
tempting with  larger  classes  to  accomplish  more  work  in 
less  time.  No  school  even  with  the  most  favorable  condi- 
tions with  experienced,  efficient  teachers,  with  small  classes 
with  long  year  and  splendid  equipment  finds  it  a  simple 
matter  to  prepare  its  pupils  successfully  for  college  and 
other  higher  institutions  of  learning.  We  as  a  rule  cannot 
have  experienced  teachers.  Our  classes  are  large  and  our 
equipment  only  passable.  It  will  be  seen  our  problem  is  a 
more  difficult  one. 

THE  SHORTER  SCHOOL  YEAR 

Our  children  have  had  their  work  organized  on  a  forty 
week  basis.  This  work  has  been  laid  out  in  great  detail  in 
for  each  year.  This  also  calls  for  a  definite  time  allotment 
the  courses  of  study.  There  is  a  definite  amount  of  work 
for  each  year.  This  also  calls  for  a  definite  time  allotment 
for  every  school  day  of  approximately  forty  minutes  for 
each  of  the  major  subjects,  reading,  language,  arithmetic, 
history  and  geography,  and  shorter  daily  periods  for  writ- 
ing, music,  spelling.  Other  subjects  required  or  approv- 
ed by  law  are  taught  once,  twice  or  three  times  a  week.  It 
will  be  seen  that  with  a  daily  and  yearly  program  so  defini- 
tely laid  out  for  a  forty-week  schedule,  anything  that  re- 
quires the  children  in  much  less  time  to  do  the  year's  allot- 
ment of  work  must  be  hard  on  them  and  on  their  teachers. 
Bright  children  can  do  more  than  the  standard  require- 
ment, slow  children  only  by  making  their  work  more  super- 
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ficial  and  consequently  less  thorough.  It  would  obviously  be 
unfair  to  retard  a  large  number  of  these  children  at  the  end 
of  the  year  for  a  condition  that  they  are  not  to  blame  for 
and  that  they  could  not  prevent.  We  cannot  fairly  demand 
the  usual  standards  for  promotion  next  June  that  we  re- 
quire in  an  ordinary  year  of  forty  weeks. 

RELATIVE  COST  OF  OUR  SCHOOLS 

In  these  days  of  mounting  costs  of  education,  people 
naturally  wish  to  know  something  about  the  relative  cost  of 
their  schools  compared  with  those  of  other  communities. 
Fortunately,  the  figures  for  the  State  year  ending  June  30, 
1932,  are  available.

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 


Mr.  C.  C.  Ferguson 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Oxford,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Mr.  Ferguson: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  my  third  annual 
report : 

The  Oxford  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  opened 
in  September  with  the  largest  enrollment  in  the  history 
of  the  school,  that  of  the  high  school  being  192,  an  increase 
of  more  than  30  over  that  of  last  year.  I  might  add  that 
the  percentage  increase  in  the  high  school  within  the  last 
six  or  seven  years  has  been  over  100%. 

The  enrollment  by  classes  including  the  Junior  High 
was  as  follows:  Seniors  35,  Juniors  43,  Sophomores  50, 
Freshmen  64,  Post  Graduate  1,  Eighth  Grade  64  and  Sev- 
enth Grade  65. 

On  Thursday  evening,  June  16th,  the  largest  senior 
class  in  the  history  of  the  Oxford  High  School  was  grad- 
uated, 28  members  of  the  school  receiving  their  diplomas. 
From  this  number  more  than  one  half  are  continuing  their 
education  in  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

During  the  spring  of  the  year  1932,  the  various  school 
organizations  continued  their  programs  and  activities  be- 
ginning with  an  operetta,  successfully  staged  by  Miss  Mar- 
cia  Colby. 

The  debating  teams  did  splendid  work  winning  in  the

preliminary  debates  and  competing  in  the  finals  of  the  In- 
terscholastic  Debating  League  at  Clark  University. 

The  school  has  continued  to  put  on  successful  school 
and  class  plays  and  this  past  fall  staged  two  short  plays  in 
the  Town  Hall  as  part  of  the  town's  George  Washington  Bi- 
centennial Celebration.  All  of  our  dramatic  work  is  very 
ably  coached  by  Miss  Helen  Lupien. 

The  various  clubs  and  other  organizations  are  all  do- 
ing an  active  work  and  the  Commercial  Club  under  the 
supervision  of  Miss  Marguerite  Burke  has  been  especially 
active  in  getting  speakers  and  commercial  demonstrations. 
All  of  our  teachers  are  interested  in  some  form  of  extra- 
curricular activity. 

The  athletic  teams,  coached  by  Miss  Miriam  Manning, 
Mr.  Carl  Richardson  and  Mr.  Malcolm  Pratt,  made  credit- 
able showings  considering  the  difficulties  encountered  in 
carrying  on  the  athletic  work.  At  the  present  time  the  Ox- 
ford High  School  is  the  only  school  in  our  basketball  league 
which  does  not  have  a  gymnasium  or  a  hall  of  its  own. 

This  past  fall  we  again  sponsored  the  Worcester  Coun- 
ty Cross-Country  Interscholastics,  which  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  was  the  only  high  school  interscholastic  meet  of 
its  kind  put  on  in  New  England.  The  meet  was  won  by  the 
Millbury  High  School  team,  but  from  a  group  of  eight 
teams  Oxford  came  in  a  good  second.  The  Oxford  boys  won 
all  of  their  dual  meets  for  which  Mr.  Pratt  deserved  much 
credit. 

Realizing  more  and  more  the  vital  importance  of  citi- 
zenship and  character  building  we  are  making  plans  to 
carry  on  a  systematic  program  in  this  line  of  work.  The 
plan  is  to  set  aside  one  week  of  each  month  to  conduct  a 
drive  in  some  phase  of  citizenship  and  character  training. 
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During  this  "drive"'  week,  talks  will  be  given  by  the 
principal,  a  guest  speaker  or  the  teachers  on  a  topic;  for 
example,  manners  and  conduct.  All  during  that  week  in 
various  ways  attention  will  be  constantly  drawn  to  the 
value  of  these  particular  things.  Some  of  the  objectives  we 
will  work  on  are — Co-operation,  Perseverance,  Loyalty, 
Courtesy,  Cleanliness,  Good  Sportsmanship,  etc. 

During  the  past  school  year  various  prizes  were  offered 
by  individuals  and  organizations  for  excellency  in  athletics 
and  scholarship.  As  in  the  past  Dr.  Fletcher  offered  a  prize 
to  the  girl  or  boy  receiving  the  highest  scholastic  marks 
who,  at  the  same  time,  made  a  letter  in  athletics.  The  Dr. 
Fletcher  prizes  were  awarded  to  Sarah  Riel  and  Samuel 
Agababian. 

The  L.  G.  Balfour  key  for  all  around  excellency  by  a 
member  of  the  senior  class  was  awarded  to  Samuel  Aga- 
babian. 

Nancy  Mitchell  received  the  medal  awarded  for  excell- 
ing in  United  States  History. 

At  this  time  I  take  the  opportunity  of  again  express- 
ing my  sincere  gratitude  to  the  Junior  and  Senior  High 
School  teachers  for  their  hearty  co-operation  and  to  the 
Superintendent  and  School  Committee  for  their  encourage- 
ment and  support.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 


Mr.  C.  C.  Ferguson 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  work  of  your  school 
physician  so  far  this  year. 

In  August,  twenty-five  pupils  were  operated  on  for 
tonsils  and  adenoids  at  the  Webster  District  Hospital. 
Four  were  done  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

Every  pupil  was  examined  by  Dec.  20  and  the  records 
completed.  Some  pathology  was  found  in  every  room. 
Hypertrophied  tonsils,  adenoids,  and  diseased  teeth  con- 
stituted the  major  part  of  the  defects.  Several  pupils  were 
found  with  heart  disease,  two  with  suspected  hilum  tuber- 
culosis which  will  be  studied  further.  There  were  two  pu- 
pils with  thyroid  disturbance  and  several  with  scoleosis  and 
flat  feet. 

There  have  been  fewer  than  the  usual  number  of  skin 
diseases  and  the  pupils  have  been  relatively  free  of  vermin. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  pupils  has  been  very  good 
this  year  as  indicated  by  the  attendance  records.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Mr.  C.  C.  Ferguson, 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Oxford,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Ferguson: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  School  Nurse  in  the  Ox- 
ford Schools. 

Although  the  routine  work  in  the  health  program  has 
increased  the  past  year  through  extra  follow-up  visits  to 
the  homes  as  the  result  of  clinics  we  have  had  a  very  satis- 
factory year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  state  each  year  more  attention  is  be- 
ing given  by  parents  to  correcting  defects  found  by  the 
school  doctor  and  nurse.  Some  of  the  most  important  work 
done  is  as  follows: 

The  annual  clinic  to  prevent  tuberculosis  conducted  by 
the  State  Department  of  Health  reports  as  follows:  X- 
rayed,  nine,  re-examined,  nine,  improved,  seven,  unimprov- 
ed, two,  recommended  for  summer  camp,  two,  three  dis- 
charged at  our  request,  one  new  case  was  examined  and  X- 
rayed. 

A  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  June,  forty-two  chil- 
dren attended  and  were  examined  by  the  school  doctor  as- 
sisted by  the  school  nurse.  Enlarged  tonsils  and  carious 
teeth  were  the  most  important  defects  found.  Six  of  the 
eight  children  with  enlarged  tonsils  had  them  removed  be- 
fore entering  school. 
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Child  Health  Day  was  repeated  this  year,  grades  one 
to  six  taking  part.  Tags  were  worn  by  all  children  holding 
a  dental  certificate.  The  third  grade  at  the  Joslin  School, 
Miss  Mildred  Brown,  teacher  was  the  only  100%  room, 
this  being  the  third  year  this  grade  reached  100%. 

A  very  fine  dental  clinic  was  held  from  January  until 
June.  At  present  we  are  holding  three  clinics  a  month.  At 
the  recent  physical  examination  the  school  physician  found 
so  many  carious  teeth  we  feel  there  is  cause  for  grave  con- 
cern. 

The  report  on  the  dental  clinic  follows :  27  clinics,  334 
appointments  and  161  examinations. 

A  very  satisfactory  series  of  clinics  conducted  by  the 
Board  of  Health  for  the  prevention  of  diphtheria  was  given 
in  April,  about  500  children  were  treated,  114  of  these  were 
pre-school  children. 

The  clinic  for  retarded  children  and  special  cases  bring 
about  a  better  understanding  of  the  child  and  what  his 
needs  are. 

Seven  children  were  examined  at  the  clinic  held  this 
year. 

Several  children  with  cardiac  disturbances  were  given 
rest  periods  during  the  day  to  prevent  fatigue. 

Our  annual  tonsil  clinic  was  held  in  August  in  charge 
of  Dr.  Hale,  school  physician.  Twenty-five  children  had 
their  tonsils  removed.  In  December  four  more  cases  were 
taken  care  of  by  the  kindness  of  the  Southern  Worcester 
Health  Society.  Two  girls  through  the  sale  of  Christmas 
seals  were  sent  to  Sterling  Health  Camp  for  four  weeks. 
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Our  usual  program  of  weighing  and  measuring,  ex- 
amining of  eyes  and  ears,  taking  children  to  clinics,  ex- 
amining heads  and  trying  in  every  way  to  keep  our  chil- 
dren healthy  and  our  schools  free  from  any  epidemic  have 
all  been  carried  out. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Ferguson,  the 
teachers  and  all  who  have  helped  me  to  do  the  health 
work.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fifth  report  as  Supervisor  of  Draw- 
ing in  the  Oxford  Public  Schools. 

The  chief  aim  of  the  art  course  is  to  give  all  pupils  the 
power  to  enjoy  beauty  and  to  enable  them  to  recognize  the 
value  of  art  as  applied  to  everyday  life. 

With  this  end  in  view  the  lessons  in  art  education  have 
been  divided  into  several  groups. 

The  Representation  group  teaches  the  child  to  draw 
nature  forms  with  crayon  or  paint.  He  becomes  familiar 
with  the  general  characteristics  of  trees,  birds,  flowers,  ani- 
mals, human  figures  and  landscapes.  It  stimulates  his  crea- 
tive imagination  demanding  concentration  and  helps  him 
to  form  correct  habits  of  thinking. 

The  Design  group  helps  the  child  to  understand  some 
of  the  elementary  laws  of  design  emphasizing  the  decora- 
tive quality  of  nature  and  its  application  to  decoration. 

The  child  is  taught  to  create  designs  from  flowers, 
trees,  birds,  butterflies  and  fish.  He  learns  to  distinguish 
a  good  design  from  a  poor  one.  He  is  taught  to  draw  letters 
correctly  and  easily. 
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Every  day  there  is  a  demand  for  individuals  to  choose 
color  in  one  form  or  another.  Lessons  in  color  acquaint  the 
child  with  many  color  harmonies  and  he  is  taught  to  apply 
them  to  interior  decoration,  clothes,  designs,  and  posters. 

Through  picture  study,  the  child  becomes  familiar  with 
the  fine  and  useful  arts  of  all  times. 

Posters  covering  many  topics  such  as  health,  thrift, 
and  school  activities  have  been  made  throughout  the  grades 
and  the  High  School. 

Pupils  submitted  posters  to  the  Humane  Animal  Poster 
Contest  and  a  list  of  the  awards  may  be  found  in  Mr.  Fer- 
guson's report. 

Problems  in  construction  develop  the  habit  of  inven- 
tion and  creative  expression  in  materials.  In  the  primary 
grades  pasting,  paper-folding  and  cutting  are  great  aids  in 
familiarizing  the  child  with  the  characteristics,  possibilities 
and  limitations  of  various  materials,  processes  and  results. 
Application  of  this  project  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
making  of  candy  and  nut  boxes,  toys,  holiday  place  cards 
and  calendars. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  the  drawing  is  carried  on  by 
Miss  Hofstra  and  the  supervisor.  The  children  have  work- 
ed out  problems  in  nature  study  and  design,  figure  draw- 
ing, lettering,  posters,  animal  drawing,  composition,  crea- 
tive expression,  free  brush  work,  holiday  projects  and  win- 
dow decoration. 

The  High  School  course  gives  the  pupils  an  understand- 
ing of  line,  form,  color  and  their  adaptation  to  everyday 
use  in  the  field  of  design.  The  classes  have  had  a  course  in 
fashion  drawing,  lettering,  nature  study,  design,  poster 
work  and  color  harmony. 
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Mr.  Ferguson,  teachers  and  parents  please  accept  my 
sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  interest  and  co- 
operation you  have  shown  me  in  my  work  during  the  year.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Super- 
visor of  Music  in  the  schools  of  the  Town  of  Oxford. 

In  general  the  work  in  music  has  progressed  the  same 
as  the  past  year. 

During  each  year  an  achievement  test  in  music  is  given 
to  every  child  from  the  third  grade  through  the  eighth. 

The  first  year  under  the  present  supervisor's  direction 
enjoyment  of  music  and  an  extensive  song  repertoire  was 
sought;  the  second  and  third,  this  year,  technique  of  music 
is  stressed,  with  the  ability  to  read  rapidly. 

The  operetta  "Sailor  Maids"  was  given  by  the  senior 
high  school  to  a  very  appreciative  audience. 

The  orchestra  had  a  successful  year  last  year  and  al- 
though most  of  the  members  graduated  there  is  more 
promising  material  coming  along. 

More  is  being  done  in  the  Junior  High  School  this 
year  in  the  form  of  study.  Heretofore  the  two  periods  per 
week  were  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  increasing  the 
song  repertoire. 

Under  the  present  regime  in  the  high  school  of  each 
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class  having  one  period  in  two  weeks  for  music  not  a  great 
deal  can  be  done,  but  the  learning  of  folk  songs  and  commu- 
nity songs. 

The  supervisor  appreciates  the  splendid  co-operation 
of  the  Superintendent,  the  Principal  and  each  and  every 
one  of  the  teachers.

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TOWN  WARRANT 


THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
Worcester,  ss: 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Oxford  in  the 

County  of  Worcester,  GREETING: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  in- 
habitants of  said  Town,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and 
in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Memorial  Hall,  in  said 
Oxford  on  Monday,  the  sixth  day  of  March  next,  at  six 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  fol- 
lowing articles: 

Article  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  the  following  Town 
Officers  for  the  ensuing  year:  One  Selectman  for  three 
years;  a  Town  Clerk  for  one  year;  a  Town  Treasurer 
for  one  year;  a  Collector  of  Taxes  for  one  year;  a  mem- 
ber of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years;  one  As- 
sessor for  three  years;  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  three  years;  one  Trustee  of  the  Free  Public  Library 
for  three  years;  a  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three 
years;  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for 
three  years;  a  Tree  Warden  for  one  year;  a  Moderator 
for  one  year;  three  Trustees  of  the  Hannah  Harwood 
Fund  for  one  year;  a  Trustee  of  the  Charles  Larned  En- 
tertainment Fund  for  three  years;  two  Constables  in  Dis- 
trict No.  1  for  one  year;  one  Constable  in  District  No.  2 
for  one  year;  a  Constable  in  District  No.  3  for  one  year; 
one  Constable  in  District  No.  4  for  one  year;  and  a  Con- 
stable in  District  No.  5  for  one  year.  All  of  the  above 
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Officers  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot.  Also  the  following 
Officers  to  be  elected  from  the  floor:  Surveyors  of  Wood 
and  Lumber;  Weighers;  three  Fence  Viewers;  two  Field 
Drivers  and  one  Pound  Keeper. 

Article  2.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the 
several  Town  Officers  or  any  Committee  or  Committees  ap- 
pointed at  any  former  meeting  and  to  choose  any  Commit- 
tee or  Committees  the  Town  may  think  proper. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  by  taxation  and  appropriate  to  defray  the  neces- 
sary and  usual  expenses  of  the  several  departments  of 
the  Town  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1933  and  especially  for 
any  and  all  of  the  following  purposes,  to  wit:  Moderator; 
Selectmen;  Accountant;  Treasurer;  Collector  of  Taxes; 
Assessors;  Other  Finance  Officers  and  Accounts;  Town 
Clerk;  Elections  and  Registrations;  Memorial  Hall; 
Huguenot  Hall;  Police;  Fire;  Hydrants  and  Fountains; 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures;  Gypsy  and  Brown 
Tail  Moth;  Tree  Warden;  Forest  Fires;  Dog  Officer; 
Health;  Hospital  District  Apportionment  for  Tubercu- 
losis; Hospital  Clinic  for  the  Removal  of  Diseased  Ton- 
sils and  Adenoids  of  School  Children;  Inspector  of  Ani- 
mals; Streets;  Bridges;  Snow  and  Ice  Removal;  Street 
Lights ;  Public  Welfare ;  Old  Age  Assistance ;  State  Aid  ; 
Military  Aid;  Soldiers'  Relief;  Schools;  Independent 
Industrial  Schools;  Library;  Memorial  Day;  District 
Nurse;  Printing  Town  Reports;  Insurance;  Cemetery: 
Interest;  Notes  Maturing;  and  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  reve- 
nue of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1933,  in 
addition  to  the  amount  previously  authorized  and  to  is- 
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sue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year, 
and  to  renew  such  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a 
period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section 
17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws;  any  debt  or  debts  in- 
curred under  authority  of  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  the 
revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1933. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  re- 
fund any  or  all  of  the  revenue  notes  issued  in  anticipation 
of  the  revenue  of  the  year  1932  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws;  any 
debt  so  incurred  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  the  year 
1932. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reim- 
burse the  Treasury  for  the  following  overdrafts  of  1932: 
Public  Welfare,  $3,085.40;  and  Soldiers'  Relief,  $256.31, 
or  act  thereon. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,589.80  in  order  to  pay  out- 
standing bills  of  previous  years,  as  follows :  Collector  of 
Taxes,  $92.68;  Police,  $5.50;  Streets,  $150.85;  Bridges, 
$4.03;  Public  Welfare,  $5,046.39;  Old  Age  Assistance, 
$112.80;  Soldiers'  Relief,  $21.00;  and  Schools,  $152.52; 
or  act  thereon. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $21,420.00  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  of  providing  the  Wor- 
cester County  Tuberculosis  Hospital,  the  assessment 
therefor  having  already  been  duly  made  against  the 
Town,  determine  whether  all  or  any  portion  of  said  as- 
sessment be  funded  as  authorized  by  Chapter  111  of  the 
Acts  of  1932  and  for  what  period  not  exceeding  fifteen 
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years,  direct  the  Town  Clerk  to  file  with  the  County 
Commissioners  promptly  a  copy  of  such  vote  as  may  be 
passed  under  this  article,  and  any  other  papers  request- 
ed, or  take  any  action  in  relation  to  the  subject  matter 
hereof. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  purchase,  by  a 
Committee,  of  suitable  equipment  for  the  suppression  of 
Forest  and  Rural  Building  Fires,  or  act  thereon,  as  peti- 
tioned for  by  Karl  R.  Berggren  and  others. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  trans- 
fer a  sum  of  money  from  the  Road  Machinery  Fund  to 
the  Road  Machinery  Maintenance  Account,  or  act  there- 
on. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  co- 
operate with  the  State  under  Chapter  81  of  the  General 
Laws  in  regard  to  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the 
highways  of  the  Town,  or  act  thereon. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  co- 
operate with  the  State  and  County  under  Chapter  90  of 
the  General  Laws  in  regard  to  the  maintenance  and  re- 
pair of  Chapter  90  Highways  of  the  Town,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $750,00;  the  State  and 
County  each  to  contribute  alike,  or  act  thereon. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the 
salaries  of  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  and 
raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  therefor,  or  act 
thereon. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Article  11  of  the  By-Laws  of  Oxford  Cemeteries  adopted 
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April  4,  1898,  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  "Article  11.  The 
Board  of  Commissioners  shall  receive  any  gifts  or  be- 
quests made  thereto  for  maintaining  cemeteries  or  ceme- 
tery lots,  which  shall  be  paid  into  the  Town  Treasury 
and,  with  the  accounts  thereof,  shall  be  kept  separate 
from  the  other  money  and  accounts  of  said  Town.  The 
Town  Treasurer  shall  invest  all  such  funds  in  accord- 
ance with  the  stipulations,  if  any,  accompanying  them; 
otherwise,  he  shall  invest  them  as  ordered  by  the  Select- 
men and  said  Commissioners  and  pay  the  income  there- 
from upon  their  order  or  with  their  approval.  These 
funds  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  and 
Commissioners,  be  re-invested  at  any  time  by  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  this  provision  shall  apply  to  any  funds 
heretofore  invested  under  this  article  as  originally  adopt- 
ed. The  proceeds  of  sale  of  lots  or  rights  of  burial  in  said 
cemeteries  or  public  burial  grounds  shall  be  paid  into 
the  Town  Treasury  and  shall  be  subject  to  said  orders;" 
or  act  thereon. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind 
all  previous  votes  with  reference  to  the  rental  of  Memor- 
ial Hall  and  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  re- 
ference to  future  rentals. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind 
all  previous  votes  fixing  the  salaries  of  Librarian  and 
Library  Janitor  and  leave  the  fixing  of  such  salaries  to 
the  Library  Trustees. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  direct  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  an  Agent  who  shall  receive,  inves- 
tigate and  report  on  each  application  for  relief  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Oxford  Tax- 
payers Association. 

Article  18.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  direct  the 

Board  of  Public  Welfare  to  appoint  an  Agent  who  shall

receive,  investigate  and  report  on  each  application  for 
relief  in  caccordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Oxford  Taxpayers  Association. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pur- 
chase trucks  for  use  of  the  Road  Department  and  discon- 
tinue the  hiring  of  private  transportation  except  where 
citizens  wish  to  work  in  payment  of  taxes,  or  act  thereon. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
Section  3-A,  Chapter  115,  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts which  has  to  do  with  the  appointment  of  an 
agent  for  Soldiers'  Relief  who  shall  be  separate  from 
the  Public  Welfare  Agent,  or  act  thereon. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
Section  97,  Chapter  41,  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts which  has  to  do  with  the  appointment  of  a 
Chief  of  Police  by  the  Selectmen,  or  act  thereon. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  direct  its  Offi- 
cials and  Employers  to  appoint  or  employ  only  citizens 
of  the  Town  who  are  in  need  of  employment  unless  no 
competent  citizen  can  be  found  after  diligent  search  and 
public  request  for  applications,  or  act  thereon. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  direct  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  and  Selectmen  to  see  that  no  able 
bodied  person  shall  receive  aid  without  working  for  it, 
providing  suitable  work  can  be  provided,  or  act  thereon. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  fix  or  adjust 
any  salaries  or  wages  of  Town  Official  or  Employees,  or 
act  thereon. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  to  be  used  as  an 
unemployment  fund,  employing  only  citizens  of  the 
Town,  or  act  thereon.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
to  the  Notes  Maturing  account  the  sums  of  money  received 
from  the  sale  of  the  North  Oxford  Depot  School  Lot  and 
land  at  the  Infirmary  amounting  to  $101.00  and  $200.00 
respectively,  or  act  thereon.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  TOWN  OF 
OXFORD,  MAR.  6,  1933 


The  need  for  .further  retrenchment  in  the  conduct 
of  the  business  affaire  of  the  Town  is  evidenced  by  our 
present  financial  'condition.  Due  to  the  continuance  of 
the  business  depression  the  income  of  the  Town  will 
be  greatly  reduced  through  the  decrease  in  receipts 
(roan  the  State,  while  we  find  at  the  same  time  the  ex- 
penditures for  relief  are  increasing.  For  these  reasons 
the  general  routine  business  of  the  Town  must  be  car- 
ried out  with  the  utmost  economy.  With  this  end  in 
view  each  Department  in  Town  has  been  informed  of 
these  facte  and  have  been  asked  to  reduce  its  1933 
budget  to  a  minimum  by  the  elimination  of  every  non- 
essential. The  budgets  submitted  have  been  given 
thorough  study  and  careful  analysis  as  it  has  not  'been 
our  intention  to  make  an  indiscriminate  slashing  of  ex- 
penditures without  regard  to  consequences  but  to  prac- 
tice constructive  rather  than  destructive  economy. 
Nearly  all  departments  have  co-operated  loyally  in  this 
endeavor  and  we  present  an  appropriation  budget  for 
the  current  year,  which  by  careful  departmental  man- 
agement can  be  maintained  except  in  those  departments 
where  some  unforseen  emergency  imay  arise.  The  rec- 
ommended appropriation  with  our  recommendations  on 
the  article's  in  the  Town  Warrant  have  been  considered 
in  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Selectmen  and  Trustees  of 
the  Taxpayers-  Association  and  'been  approved  by  them. 

The  prolonged  .business  depression  has  affected  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  taxpayers'  of  the  Town  to  pay  taxes  and 
consequently  the  amount  of  unpaid  taxes  January  1st. 
1  933  is  larger  than  ever.  This  condition  is  most  seri- 
ious  as  it  directly  affects  the  'borrowing  capacity  of  the 
Town,  and  we  therefore  earnestly  request  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  to  pay  taxes  as1  promptly  as  possible.  This 
is  indeed  imperative  as  the  Town  cannot  function  and 
pay  its  bills  if  it  is  not  done. 

The  teachers  in  our  schools  accepted  a  10%  reduc- 
tion in  salary  at  the  beginning  of  the  .school  year  and 
an  additional  decrease  by  a  shortening  of  the  school  year. 
Your  Committee  has  recommended  a  10  %  reduction  in 
the  salaries  of  all  elected  Town  Officials  for  the  cur- 
rent year  and  as  these  salaries  are  low  the  individual 
reduction  will  be  but  a  small  amount  and  work  no  hard- 
ship on  its  recipient  'but  its  willing  acceptance  will  evi- 
dence the  proper  spirit  of  co-operation  which  is  so 
necessary  in  this  trying  period. 

Suggestions  and  reci  mmerodations  have  been  made  to 
■the  several  departments  in  the  Town  which  we  believe 
will  assist  in  a  more  economical  administration  of  our 
Town  Government.  It  is  our  intention  to  continue  to 
meet  with  the  Department  Officials  and  work  with  them 
throughout  the  year.  We  cannot  place  too  much  em- 
phasis on  the  importance  of  and  necessity  for  close  and 
harmonious  co-operation  between  all  departments  em- 
ploying labor  and  the  Board  of  iPublic  Welfare.  The 
matter  of  relief  is  one  of  our  greatest  problems  and  must 
be  constantly  kept  in  mind.
